Dedicated 


The  new  community  chapel  was  dedicated  on  Dec.  18,  1964  by 
the  Most  Rev.  Ambrose  Pinger,  O.F.M.,  D.D. 

The  new  marble  altar  and  furnishings  were  consecrated  as  a 
memorial  to  the  parents  of  Father  Philibert.  The  three  tiers  of 
seating  for  75  were  dedicated  to  Oscar  and  Eda  Huck. 

The  marble  altar  with  hanging  cross  was  constructed  under 
the  direction  of  Father  Thomas  Brown,  O.F.M.  The  rug  about 
the  altar  is  a  striking  shade  of  light  blue.  An  all-bronze  taber- 
nacle with  heavy  bronze  candleholders  is  in  keeping  with  the 
new  liturgy. 

The  indirect  lighting  is  an  artistic  touch.  Along  with  the 
stained  glass  windows,  it  radiates  a  glowing  color  to  the  interior.

Awareness  of  College  Image 
Prompted  Conference  on 
Public  Relations 

The  first  annual  Public  Relations  Conference  was  held  this  Spring  at 
the  college,  with  a  good  response  from  leaders  of  student  organizations 
and  community  representatives. 

In  addition  to  the  three  lectures  and  discussions,  forming  the  heart  of 
the  conference,  a  luncheon  address  was  given  by  Father  Pacific  Hug, 
O.F.M.,  in  which  he  spoke  about  the  creative  potential  of  public  rela- 
tions, pointing  out  that  "creativity  requires  an  inner  silence  and  a  sensi- 
tivity to  problems  as  well  as  a  fluency  of  ideas  and  a  flexibility  of  think- 
ing." 

Father  Gabriel  Brinkman,  O.F.M.,  college  president,  in  welcoming  the 
delegates,  told  them,  "What  we  do,  affects  others  and  what  others  do, 
affects  us.  In  proportion  as  we  realize  that  all  in  the  community  rise  and 
fall  together  to  a  great  extent,  the  relationships  within  the  community 
will  become  more  harmonious." 

The  tone  of  the  workshop  was  summarized  by  Father  Donald  Werr, 
O.F.M.,  director,  when  he  said,  "Public  relations  is  really  a  way  of  life 
for  an  entire  institution  and  behind  it  all  is  a  philosophy  of  service."

Lecturer  Spoke  on  Responsibility  of  Management 


The  subject  of  labor-management  relations  was  treated 
extensively  by  Mr.  B.  P.  Spann,  vice  president  in  charge  of 
industrial  relations  for  the  Gardner-Denver  Company,  as 
a  fitting  climax  to  the  year's  business  speakers'  forum  at  the 
college. 

In  the  heart  of  his  address,  Mr.  Spann  told  the  students 
of  the  business  administration  department  that  "the  criti- 
cal need  today  in  industry  is  the  cultivation  of  interest 
between  employees  and  business,  for  both  are  headed  for 
the  same  port,  are  propelled  by  the  same  favorable  winds, 
and  are  buffeted  by  the  same  strong  storms." 


Mr.  Spann  touched  on  a  number  of  facets  of  the  labor- 
management  relationship,  offering  mature  solutions  and 
giving  sage  industrial  advice  to  the  college  upper-classmen 
who  would  shortly  step  into  the  world  of  business. 

The  speaker  was  introduced  by  Dr.  Oliver  Sarosi,  director 
of  the  forum.  In  his  opening  remarks,  Dr.  Sarosi  said  that, 
"if  an  industry  is  a  growing  concern,  it  is  difficult  to  single 
out  individual  factors  as  responsible  for  the  success,  be- 
cause of  the  great  interdependence  of  activities  that  are 
involved." 

Following  the  lively  lecture,  there  was  a  question  and 
answer  period  from  the  floor. 

The  presentation  was  concluded  by  Mr.  Frank  Naggi, 
Business  Administration  department  chairman,  who  ex- 
pressed appreciation  to  Mr.  Spann  for  his  talk,  for  his  efforts 
at  the  Gardner-Denver  Company,  and  for  his  outstanding 
work  as  the  first  native  Quincyan  to  hold  the  office  of 
president  of  the  State  of  Illinois  Chamber  of  Commerce.

Quincy  Wins  Soccer  Title

If  one  phrase  could  be  used  to  describe  the  soccer  sea- 
son here  at  Quincy  College,  it  would  be  "everything's 
coming  up  roses".  1964  was  a  season  that  shouldn't 
have  been. 

The  Hawks  faced  the  season,  hoping  at  best,  for  a 
breakeven  season.  They  ended  it  with  a  near  perfect 
8 — 0 — 1  record.  The  Hawks  with  their  fine  showing 
recruited  many  fans  for  a  relatively  minor  sport,  at 
least  here  in  the  United  States. 

As  the  season  was  drawing  to  a  close  the  Hawks  had 
captured  the  imagination  of  the  administration,  and 
most  important  of  all,  the  student  body. 

Quincy  capped  its  near  perfect  season  in  great  fashion, 
winning  the  District  20  playoffs  over  such  strong  soc- 
cer powers  as  MacMurray  and  Lake  Forrest.  Other 
teams  who  fell  to  the  Hawks  during  the  '64  season  in- 
cluded Aurora,  Shimer,  Rockford,  Western  Illinois, 
and  Washington  University  from  St.  Louis.

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Cagers  Set  Five  Records 


Five  team  records  and  one  individual 
record  were  broken  as  the  Hawks 
finished  the  1964-65  basketball  sea- 
son with  a  record  of  15  wins  against 
13  losses. 

The  new  team  records  are:  most 
field  goal  attempts  in  one  season, 
2274;  most  field  goals  scored  in  one 
season,  924;  best  free  throw  percent- 
age for  one  season,  .707 ;  most  points 
scored  in  one  season,  2335;  and  best 
scoring  average  for  a  season,  83.4 
points  per  game. 

Forward  Tom  Brumleve's  .474  field 
goal  percentage  represented  a  new 
individual  high  for  a  Quincy  eager. 
Tom  shattered  the  previous  high  of 
.468  set  by  former  Hawk  great  Leo 
Binz  during  the  1960-61  season. 

At  various  times  during  the  course 
of  the  season  the  team  became  so 
awed  with  their  offensive  power  that 
they  forgot  that  there  were  two  ends 
to  the  basketball  court.  This  accounts 


for  our  rather  lackluster  defensive 
statistics. 

Our  opponents'  averaged  79.2  points 
per  game  against  us.  This  was  not 
too  hard  to  accomplish  since  they 
connected  on  .426  of  their  field  goal 
attempts — many  on  easy  lay  ups. 

The  Hawks  played  85  consecutive 
games  covering  four  seasons  without 
allowing  100  points  to  be  scored 
against  them  until  they  played  "give 
away"  with  Washington  U.  and  Lew- 
is. The  Bears  of  Washington  U. 
racked  up  113  points  against  us  and 
three  days  later  the  Lewis  Flyers,  be- 
ing not  as  greedy  as  Washington, 
scored  "only"  111  points  against  our 
so-called  "tough  defense".  The  113 
points  scored  by  Washington  U.  were 
the  most  points  ever  scored  against 
Quincy.  What  price  Defense? 

Center  John  Runde  became  only  the 
third  Hawk  in  history  to  score  at  least 
500  points  in  a  season.   Big  John 


scored  an  even  500  points  on  195 
field  goals  and  110  free  throws.  He 
averaged  17.9  points  per  game.  Fol- 
lowing John  Runde  in  the  scoring 
department  were  Amon  Evans,  13.9; 
Sam  Stampley,  13.9;  Dewey  Kalmer, 
12.6;  and  Tom  Brumleve,  9.6.  Tom 
Brumleve  shot  .474  from  the  field  and 
he  was  followed  by  John  Runde,  .439 ; 
Dewey  Kalmer,  .435 ;  and  Sam  Stam- 
pley, .400. 

Sharpshooting  Tom  Brumleve  was  al- 
so the  leading  free  throw  shooter  as 
he  hit  on  .822  of  his  attempts.  Amon 
Evans  and  John  Runde  also  had  suc- 
cess at  the  charity  stripe  as  they  con- 
nected on  .744  and  .710  of  their  free 
throw  attempts  respectively. 

Sam  Stampley  led  the  squad  in  re- 
bounding with  a  per  game  average 
of  11.3.  He  was  followed  by  John 
Runde  who  averaged  exactly  11  re- 
bounds per  contest.

Following  the  pattern  set  by  the  tennis  squad,  the  Hawk 
baseball   team   also  won   its   last  five   games  to  conclude 
a  season  which  saw  it  win  fourteen  games  and  lose  eight. 
Paced  by  the  fine  pitching  of  Dennis  Trame  and  Dennis 
Kruse  and  the  heavy  hitting  of  Duane  Kalmer,  Fred  Cur- 
tis, and  Roger  Sheridan,  the  Hawks  finished  the  season  on 
a  high  note  by  winning  ten  of  their  last  thirteen  games.

What  ever  happened  to  it? 

Though  we  no  longer  have  it,  the  plane  in  this  picture  is  a 
World  War  II,  0-47  Observation  Plane.  In  the  early  40's,  the 
college  bought  it  from  the  government  for  fifty  dollars  and  it 
was  used  in  conjunction  with  a  Civilian  Pilot  Training  Pro- 
gram. To  operate  this  program  it  was  stipulated  that  the  plane 
be  in  a  non-flyable  condition.  Its  predecessor,  "Flying  Jenny," 
was  a  World  War  I,  two-seater,  open-cockpit,  bi-plane.  It 
also  was  used  in  a  ground  school.  Father  Ehrhard  Kuester, 
O.F.M.,  taught  a  number  of  courses  using  the  0-47  as  a 
demonstrator.
